CYPRUS VIOLENCE 


AS STRIKE ENDS TRAPPED MINERS | 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Aug. 11 
(AP)—Greek Cypriots today 
called off a general strike that 
tied up trade in this British 
island colony for two days. 
There was new anti-British 
violence, however, which left 
four Cypriots dead and four 
wounded. 

The general strike began 
Thursday in protest against the 
hangings of three youthful 
Greek Cypriots for political 
murders. Most shops and of- 
fices reopened this morning. 


British authorities lifted a 
bar on traffic in Nicosia, the 
capital, that was imposed Tues- 
day to avert demonstrations be- 
fore and after the executions.

Too Many Aldermen? 


Having retained the traditional Mayor-Council 
frame for St. Louis's proposed new City Charter, 
the Freeholders now must begin the detailed 
building of the completed structure. The first 
big job is to decide the size and method of elett- 
ing the Council, or Board of Aldermen, and that 
raises two questions: 

First, should not the size of the legislative body 
be reduced substantially from the present 29 
members to perhaps a dozen or fewer? 

Second, should not some of those members be 
elected by districts and others by the city at 
large as is the Board President? 

To both questions the ward politicians would 
answer No. They are firmly opposed to any 
change in the Board of Aldermen as currently 
constituted, and that is one of the reasons so 
many of them fought the very idea of Freehold- 
ers in the first place. 

The present aldermanic system is subject to 
the outrageous legislative abuse known as “al- 
dermanic courtesy,” under which a majority of 
the Aldermen can conspire (and have conspired) 
to permit an individual Alderman life-and-death 
powers over matters affecting his ward. Natural- 
ly he must return the favor, and naturally he 
does. 

This creates a condition in which the needs 
of the city as a whole are submerged to local 
views to the detriment of everyone—for exam- 
ple, the creation of another unnecessary stop- 
sign to please one citizen at the expense and 
inconvenience of thousands of others. 

“Aldermanic courtesy” also creates an atmos- 
phere in which shakedown and bribery flourish 
like well-fertilized weeds. Indeed, two former 
Aldermen have served workhouse stretches on 
charges growing out of the sale of their offices. 

Election of Aldermen in part by wards (or 
districts) and in part by the city as a whole 
might help to check the opportunities for that 
kind of abuse, the Aldermen elected at large hav- 
ing nothing to gain from such an arrangement. 
And by continuing to elect a few Aldermen from 
particular districts, local and perhaps even 
minority representation would be attained. 

As to the size of the legislative body, we 
agree generally with the proposal of the League 
of Women Voters of St. Louis for a board of 11, 
seven elected from districts and the president 
and three others elected at large. Certainly such 
a board ought to be able to function more 
smoothly than the cumbersome 29-member body 
which the city now supports. 

There also is much in what the League says 
about a smaller board encouraging “a larger 
sense of individual responsibility” among the 
Aldermen. In addition it is far simpler for the 
citizen to follow the workings of a small board. 
And a small, well-paid board—a body with some 
prestige—might even attract the high type can- 
didates the people deserve. 

In any event, whatever the Freeholders finally 
decide to do about the Aldermen ought not to be 
conditioned by the possibility of ward opposition 
when the Charter is submitted. The mere pres- 
ence of the Freeholders represents a stunning 
defeat for the ward groups. And those same 
elements will have to be defeated again if any 
Charter is to be adopted, make no mistake 
about it. 

It will be far easier to tackle the ward bosses 
with a first-class Charter promising positive im- 
provements. An adjustment in the size and 
method of electing the city’s legislative body 
would be such an improvement. 
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The League Is Too Big! 

Now that they are back in the Middle West, 
the gloom is off the Redbirds’ wings. Complaints 
about lack of pitching, lack of home runs, lack 
of substitutes, lack of this and that are subsid- 
ing again. Instead of mournful talk about sev- 
enth place, the word is out once more that the 
Cardinals are a cinch to stay in the first divi- 
sion.

At the near end of Long 
Island they come down with the vapors. The 
standings show it: For the season they are even 
with Milwaukee, having won 6 and lost 6; 
their score with Cincinnati is the same; they are 
one behind Philadelphia at 9 and 10, but doubt- 
less this will be rectified; they are ahead of 
Pittsburgh 9 to 7, Chicago 6 to 3, and they have 
taken 12 games from the Giants while dropping 
only 5. But the Brooklyns—oh, those bums!— 
have won 13 games from the Redbirds and lost 
only 5. There’s the humiliation without comfort, 
the woe without balm, the pain without relief.

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Politics on the Air 


Especially now that another President-picking 
season is at hand, we would like to make a sug- 
gestion to our junior associates in what the so- 
cial scientists call the communications industry. 
We mean the radio and television networks. 

Our idea is that they should find ways of mak- 
ing their political forums, debates and “pre 
conferences” more enlightening and less infla~ 
matory. It is a great service, of course, to bring 
two representatives of the rival parties—or 
two candidates—to microphone or camera ‘to- 
gether with a moderator. This is one of the best 
ways of putting electronics at the service of 
democracy, and not only during campaigns. 

But no matter how hard the moderators try, 
they succeed too rarely in eliciting agreement 
on facts and an adequate exposition of the con- 
flicting opinions on the issues involved. In- 
deed sometimes the moderators do their best 
to make sure the discussion will not be calm, 
on the theory that this would make it dull. 

These affairs invariably begin with an ex- 
change of compliments by the participants. But 
in no time at all each is implying that the other 
is disdainful of the truth, weak in the head, a 
flim-flam artist or worse. Emotions run high. 
The speakers interrupt each other. Few lines of 
argument are carried to their conclusion. Logic 
gives way to partisan appeals. And everything is 
in a state of complete confusion when the mod- 
erator breaks in to say: “I am very sorry, 
tlemen; I am terribly sorry, stand tab ts Oe” 

Perhaps the time element is at the root of the 
trouble. Most of these programs are given only 
30 minutes, a brief interval in the hours at the 
command of the dise jockies. This half-hour, 
clipped at each end for an announcement or a 
commercial, is hardly long enough for a seri- 
ous discussion of a whole complex of major is- 
sues; so the participants may feel that the best 
they can hope to do is to score a few oratorical 
blows for their side. But such a performance is 
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programs as the University of Chicago's “Round 
Table” manage to cover considerable ground in 
30 minutes. Or the program time might be ex- 
tended so that arguments might be documented 
and justified. 

We point to the problem. We do not pretend 
to solve it here. Yet solved it should be, and by 
those who should know most about radio and 
television methods. 

After all this is not a show or a game, but 
part of the process of democracy. Self-govern- 
ment depends on information and intelligence. 
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Suez Situation for Congress 

It would be willful optimismeto conclude that 
President Eisenhower's call for a Sunday meet- 
ing with congressional leaders does not indicate 
the gravity of the Suez canal situation. It would 
be willful despair, on the other hand, to con- 
clude that it foreshadows military action—even 
though the President said earlier this is not 
precluded. 

Even though Secretary Dulles was somewhat 
disappointing to the British during his brief 
visit to London, American policy is soundly 
grounded. It seeks international agreement, and 
hope for the success of this method certainly 
should not be abandoned before the opening on 
Thursday of the London conference on the canal. 

There are those who feel that Egypt's Presi- 
dent Nasser may not abide by the decision of 
the conference. Yet would it not be suicidal for 
him to refuse to accept its conclusions, especial- 
ly if these showed respect for Egypt's genuine 
rights? Mischievous as Russian diplomacy may 
be, it is doubtful that the Kremlin would choose 
to support Egypt in the face of the settled opin- 
ion of most of the world. 

The President's meeting naturally recalls Re- 


publican charges that former President Truman . 


acted on Korea without advance approval by 
Congress, It also recalls Mr. Eisenhower's prom- 
ise of no military action against Communist 
China without congressional consultation. But 
it is a long, long jump into the dark to conclude 
that the Sunday meeting will be devoted to such 
action in Egypt. 

The possibility may be brought up, but it is 
most likely that the President's prime purpose is 
to fully inform both parties, on the eve of their 
conventions, and to make sure of a united policy. 
And it is safe to predict that here he will have 
the support of Republicans and Democrats alike. 
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*Right-to-W ork’ Planks 

The Missouri State Chamber of Commerce is 
urging both Democrats and Republicans to put 
“right-to-work” planks in their party platforms. 
The chamber supports this request by saying 
that Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas was defeated for 
renomination in Tuesday’s primary because he 
vetoed a right-to-work bill. 

This is an over-simplification of what hap- 
pened in Kansas. There is no doubt that Gov. 
Hall did not get the labor votes he expected 
after he had vetoéd the anti-union shop measure. 
But in retrospect it was a good deal to ask of 
union men, traditionally leaning toward the 
Democrats in Kansas, to cross oyer and vote in 
the Republican primary. 

Gov. Hall’s defeat had many other causes be- 
sides the labor issue. He had angered party lead- 
ers by some of his appointments. He caused re- 
sentment by such a little thing as locking the 
Governor’s door to visitors, and Kansans like 
to be able to walk in and shake the Governor's 
hand. They said he was out of.the state too 
much. He campaigned by television, again ignor- 
ing the personal approach. And so on. Gov. Hall 
as a personal issue was probably as important to 
primary voters as Gov. Hall as a friend of labor. 

The Kansas Farm Bureau did join business 
groups in fighting Hall on the labor issue. But 
there is no certain pattern for a farm alliance 
with business in behalf of “right-to-work.” In 
Missouri, the Missouri Farmers’ Association 
sided with labor against such legislation. The 
Missouri Legislature has ignored such measures, 
despite the urging of the Chamber of Commerce. 

“Right-to-work” laws have been adopted by 
only 17 states, mostly in the South. No doubt 
the platform writers of both parties will: con- 
sider this elementary statistic in judging the na- 
tional popularity of the right-to-work campaign. 
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Where Research Avoids Red Tape 


Observances of centennials have become so far 
removed from the extraordinary that it seems 
almost rash @o call attenton to a decennial. Yet 
the Office of Naval Research in Washington has 
accomplished so much in its short life that it 
deserves commendatory notice. ONR’s projects 
have ranged from. checking on the salmon’s 
sense of smell to some of the most baffling as- 
pects of radar problems. Much of its work has 
led into civilian fields with benefits that may 
well surpass the military applications. But the 
outstanding contribution from ONR probably has 
been its businesslike demonstration of how at 
least one Government agency may initiate, pro- 
mote and direct pure research without tying 
itself up in tangled skeins of bureaucratic red 
tape. 
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For the Atlantic Community 

Remémber the book “Union Now”? ‘The 
struggle for Atlantic union, or at least for 
more Atlantic unity, proceeds year after year 
under the leadership of author Clarence K. 
Streit. And this year the issue was stretched 
from a Senate committee to the State Depart- 
ment to the White House itself. 

Senate Resolution 12, otherwise known as 
the Atlantic Exploratory Convention Resolution, 
was sponsored by Senator Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota and three other Democra This 
resolution urged the President to name a com- 
mission of private citizens to meet with citizens 
from other NATO countries to explore ways of 
achieving better unity in the Atlantic com- 
munity, 

In the last days of the congressional session, 
Mr. Streit appealed to President Eisenhower to 
call for speedy and bipartisan consideration of 
this proposal, The President promptly replied 
that since his Administration was co-operating 
with an official committee named by the North 
Atlantic Council, he did not wish to seem to 
support at one time two different projects 
which had the same intent. 

Mr. Streit’s main appeal went somewhat neg- 
lected. For he had argued the advisability of 
a study by private citizens who, since they could’ 
not commit anyone, would also be able to ex- 
plore Atlantic unity the more freely. 

Nevertheless his efforts had one reward, 
While the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
did not act on the Atiantic resolution, it took the 


unprecedented step of bringing the proposal to

States hold keys to increasingly critical problems of local govern- 
ment in nation's 170 metropolitan areas, report says; urges statu- 
tory changes paving way for new metropolitan units, studies to 
appraise local government and new agency to eye changing needs. 


From a Study by the Council of State Governments, Directed by 
John C. Bollens, Executive Officer and Director of 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 


The metropolitan problem unqués- 
tionably is one of the most critical do- 
mestic difficulties facing an increasingly 
urban United States, and the states hold 
the key to its solution. 

To achieve adequate results the state 
governments—the legislative and execu- 
tive branches and the peoplé—need to 
exert positive leadership. 

The state should assume 
sponsibilities in particular: 

1. Adoption of legal provisions au- 
thorizing metropolitan units. 

2. Appraisal of the adequacy of local 
government. 

3. Creation of continuing agencies to 
analyze the needs of metropolitan and 
non-metropolitan areas. 

As to authorizing the creation of gen- 
eral metropolitan units, in some states 
this can be accomplished through im- 
provement of existing state laws. 

In others, where no legal provisions 
exist; additions to the laws and consti- 
tutions rather than revisions of them 
will be needed. In an increasing num- 
ber of states, interstate legal arrange- 
ments will be required. 

Three principles are advisable as 
guides for legal authorizations. 

First, the metropolitan units should 
be permitted to exercise a range of 
functions sufficient to eliminate, or re- 
duce noticeably, service and regulatory 
deficiencies that are area-wide or pres- 
ent in more than one locality. 


Uniform Type Not Possible - 


Second, the metropolitan units should 
be given a broad and equitable basis for 
financing, including power to levy taxes 
and service charges and to issue bonds. 

Third, the metropolitan units should 
be constructed in most instances so 
that they are directly responsible to, 
and controlled by, the people of the 
metropolitan area in which they operate. 

The members of their governing 
bodies should be either elected by the 
metropolitan area residents or ap- 
pointed by the governing bodies of the 
member local governments. 

No one uniform type of general 
metropolitan unit can be prescribed 
for all metropolitan areas. Three types 
generally have the greatest merit. 

The multipurpose metropolitan dis- 
trict concept calls for establishment of 
a territorially large district government 
that can perform numerous services. 

The federation arrangement involves 
the creation of a metropolitan govern- 
ment, a decrease in the functions of 


three re- 


-municipalities within the metropolitan 


area and either elimination of counties 
within it or reduction in their powers. 

The comprehensive urban county 
form consists of transforming county 
governments into metropolitan units by 
authorizing them to undertake more 
urban functions, preferably after their 
structural r tion. 


Basic Features of the Plans 
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some metropolitan areas, in order to 
transform them into effective general 
metropolitan units. 

Although the details will differ, it 
will be found in many states that metro- 
politan as well as non-metropolitan 
areas lack adequate systems of local 
government. 

Local government systems frequently 
have several major shortcomings. 

These shortcomings include inade- 
quacies in area, financing ability, ad- 
ministrative organization, administrative 
methods, and amount of discretion in 
the exercise of their powers. 

An excessive number of local gov- 
ernments exists, and many of them are 
too small in area. They are not large 
enough to perform local functions effi- 
ciently and economically and, for prac- 
tically all functions, they are unable to 
meet modern standards of service. 


To End Detached Empires 


The financing ability of local govern- 
ments in many states is severely con- 
fined, principally by  state-imposed 
rather than locally determined restric- 
tions. There is a need for state studies 
of these restrictions, which take various 
legislative and constitutional forms— 
ceilings on property tax rates and total 
indebtedness; exemptions from local 
taxation of state-owned, veterans’ and 
homestead property; and legislative 
withholding of, or specific prohibition 
against, authority for local governments 
to broaden their revenue sources. 

Improvements in administrative or- 
ganization and methods are essential 
to strengthen many local governments. 
The over-abundance of inde ently 
elected icy-making and a- 
tive officials and semi-Independen 
boards includes. many small, detached 
empites immune from effective central 
direction and control. 

If counties are to be converted into 
satisfactory metropolitan units, their 
shortcomings in organization and meth- 
ods as well as in financing ability 
should first be eliminated.

ERE is a boy, overlarge for

Have countable hands. By 
“countable” I mean hands con- 
taining suits that are solid 
enough so that you can gauge 
their trick-taking ability with 
reasonable accuracy. 


Look at Mr. Muzzy’s hand. 
How can you possibly tell how 
many tricks it will take? You 
can’t, It depends on many fac- 
tors: How the outstsanding 
high cards are _ distributed 
among the other three hands, 
how *the suits are distributed 
around the table, etc. 


When you open with a two 
bid you are supposed to be say- 
ing that you don’t care what 
the distribution is (barring ex- 
treme freaks, of course), and 
that your hand probably will 
make game with very little help 
from partner. 

Even with fairly normal dis- 
tribution around the table, Mr, 
Muzzy’s hand could wim any- 
where from six to 10 tricks. 
And that is figuring on playing 
opposite the actual dummy Mr. 
Champion put down. 

I can’t say why Mr. Muzzy in- 
sisted on playing hearts in this 
hand. Not that he had reason 
to like no trump, but at least 
the hand would have been bet- 
ter played by’ Mr. Champion— 
and three no trump probably 
would not have been doubled. 

Mr. Dale’s double of four 
hearts was a somewhat lucky 
shot. Based on his cards alone 
he had no double, but he knows 
Mr. Muzzy’s two bids and he 
hoped this was one of the weak- 
er ones. 

It looked as though he could 
win two hearts and a club s0 
that there was little danger of 

a redouble or of Mr. Muzzy 
making overtricks. And then 
there was the likelihood that 
Mr. Muzzy would drop at least 
one trick in the play.

Vision or hearing that was 
normal last year can change in 
a few short months, and a child 
whose vision is impaired or 
whose hearing is defective will 
not only experience difficulties 
in the classroom but .on the 
playground as well.
